The legal 
barriers are such that there is little or no 
hope of carrying out any such plans, The 
commissioners have also abandoned the pro- 
posed extension of Washington boulevard. 
_A bid for sprinkling a number of grass plots 
in the vicinity of Douglas Park met with op- 
position when it was presented. It developed 
that twobmen were constantly engaged in 
sprinkling the grass of the park in the vicin- 
ity of the grass plots and they could just as 
easily attend to the grass referred to in the 
bid. Commissioner Pavlicek pleaded that the 
men were old and unable to perform hard 


‘labor. The matter was sent to the Finance 


committee for action.

Burope for the return trip and the expense 


navigating the ships over the new course. 
* ‘the saving in handling charges 
will offset the heavy expenses incurred in 
the navigation of the new route to the ocean 
is not yet known. When the Nortnwestern 
arrived in Chicago on Sunday the tow bill 
up the Chicago River amounted to $77. At 
the Welland Canal the boat will have to pay 
two cents a ton for passage. A pilot through 
the St. Lawrence will cost another $100. 

The heaviest item will be the cost of in- 
surance in thé St. Lawrence River passage. 
On some boats taken down a year ago the 
insurance companies charged 4 per cent of 
the value of the vessel. At this rate it 
would cost the company’s new steamers 
$7,400 for insurance between the lakes and 
the Atlantic, It is not thought, however, 
that the company will be asked to pay this 


almost prohibitive rate.

. facturers of the United States practically 
have completed the formation of a $50,000,000 
trust. Chicago probably will be made the 
headquarters of the trust, although this and 
some other details have not yet been decided 
upon. 

The trust, which was first proposed more 
than a year ago, has for one of its purposes 
the eMmination of the long credits which 
have been given country merchants. It is 
said to have been the custom to give these 
creditors as much as a year’s time, and 
inasmuch as the manufacturers have not 
enjoyed such cerdits in buying their mate- 
rials they say they have been placed at a 
‘disadvantage. 

Some twenty manufacturers are repre- 
sented at the conference. Charles H. Deere 
‘of Moline, one of the moving spirits in the 
project, has presided. His name is men- 
tioned in connection with the Presidency of 
the organization, although he is said to prefer 
that some one else should take the place. 


Puts Capital at $50,000,000. 

The capital stock.“ said one of the manu- 

’ facturers, is one of the things yet to be 
determined, but it is likely to be about 350, 
000,000. That about represents the capitali- 
gation of the twenty and more manufac- 
turers who. have participated in the confer- 
ence. The headquarters of the organization 
probably will de in Chicago. The drganiza- 
tion is to be along entirely legitimate lines. 
There is to be no watered stock. 

“ The organization is the result of a general 
éetermination to remedy long existing abuses 
in the business, and does not contemplate any 
unjust exactions from the purchasers of 
plows. It has long been recognized that 
there are great evils in connection with the 
length of time given purchasers. We are 
obliged to pay cash for much of the materia! 
we use, and there is no reason why our cus- 
tomers should not do business within a rea- 

e time.

- Clothing Makers to Form Pool. 


“Clothing manufacturers of Chicago will 
meet tomorrow afternoon at 2 o'clock at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel for the purpose of or- 
ganizing a local protective association. The 
new organization, according to its pro- 
moters, will not be a trust, but will be in 
the nature of a union for the purpose of fur- 
nishing credit information to its members. 

A national organization already has been 
effected, including the markets at New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Rochester, 
Syracuse, Utica, and Buffalo: By degrees it 
is hoped to include all the clothing markets 
in the United States in the association. 

The exchange of credit information is the 
paramount idea of the organization pro- 
posed,” said Leo Wampold. ‘When a 
merchant comes to buy goods his credit is 
looked into, and each organization is pledged. 
to furnish information as to his standing. 
It also is intended to regulate the discounts 
granted to retail dealers. They will be made 
uniform throughout the country.

His including of Don Giovanni” 
in the répertoire for the brief season here 
could have been prompted, therefore, by 
no motive of gain. The desire to place in 
the list a recognized masterplece may be 
believed then to have caused him to make 
this selection, and this belief is one worth 
cherishing and noting, for Mr. Grau has 
had unkind things said of him in the past 
about his never considering such things. 

As to why Don Giovanni fails to at- 
tract, the reason is not difficult to discover. 
Viewed in the light of the operatic condi- 
tions existent when it was composed, its 
form and dramatic strength make it noth- 
ing less than an inspired work. The public, 
however, does not view it in the light of 
conditions of over a hundred years ago, and 
when looked at from the standpoint of to- 
day the story is found to be disjointed and 
“without any dramatic interest. The specia- 
tor feels absolutely no sympathy for any 
one of the characters, and their doings leave 
him unmoved, even if they do not bore him. 
The constant shifting of scene breaks all 
dramatic continuity, and the mind soon 
grows weary trying to connect the various 
personages with each other and with what 
has previously happened. 

It may be urged that Mozart's truly noble 
music is the chief thing in the work. It is, 
aud it alone has kept the uninteresting text 
from dragging the opéra into the deeps of 
oblivion, but music is not what the public 
goes to opera to hear. The “play’s the 
thing "’ nowadays in the operatic world, and 
it alone will draw. Beside this the music in 
Don Giovanni” suffers, as does the story, 
by being broken into bits. The frequent 
pauses made necessary by the changing of 
scenery disturb the musical mood, and the 
abundant recitative, marvelous as it is to 
the music student, serves usually but to 
emphasize this disturbance, and the result 
is that the listener becomes in no wise en- 
thused, and the music of the arais finds him 
not already aroused, and, therefore, recep- 


understood recitative he has just endured. 

To the lover of Mozart the performance 
last evening contained much of enjoyment. 
It was not an ideal *performance—it was too 
rough for that—but it was a pleasure to listen 
to an even approximately adequate rendition 
of the beautiful music. The chief miscreant 
last night was M. Flon, the orchestral con- 
ductor. He seemed absolutely unequal to 
holding his forces in hand, kept his nose 
stuck in the score, and let singers and instru- 
mentalists struggle as best they could to 
keep together. Mozart lived a long time 
ago and wrote some music that seems simple 
‘and childish when compared with the com- 
plex hubbub composed today, but the score 
of “Don Giovanni is neither simple nor 
childish, and a conductor needs to put for- 
ward his best efforts if he would lead his 
vocalists and players through it without 
mishap. 

Of the singers, Mr. Scotti again proved his 
excellence as the gay Don. He lends the 
role an air of distinction in both appearance 
and manner, and sings the music of the part 


to effective elaboration of detail. His voive 
is one of much sensuous charm, and he un- 
derstands coloring it to suit the every mood 
of the text. He scored the usual marked suc- 
cess with his Fin ch’ han dal vino,“ and 
was especially admirable in the first recita- 
tive and duet with Zerlina. 

Edouard de Reszke was as eminently satis- 
factory as Leporello as he ever has been. It 
is a part that he gives with keen appreciation 
of its humor, and vocally he is unrivaled. 

Mme. Nordica was in fine voice, and, al- 
though her Donna Anna is not one of her 
most striking roles, it was last night sung 
and acted in a manner worthy of her fame 
and standing as a great vocalist and dra- 
matic artist. Mme. Adams made as much 
of the ungrateful, lachrymose part of Donna 
Elvira as is possible. She sang much of 
the time with beautiful tonal quality, and 
only an occasional tendency to fall slightly 
from the pitch marred her work. 

Miss Scheff, who made her début here 
as Zerlina, proved an attractive little per- 
son, light and gtaceful in movement, piquant 
and chic in manner, and gifted with a small 
but pleasant voice that is well trained. She 
acted brightly and intelligently and found 
deserved favor with her hearers: bY her

Is Quoted in Japanese Paper as Saying 
| All Their Actions Were |

SHANGHAI, April 23.—The first result of 
the recent edict calling for reform measures 
appears in an imperial edict received today. 
This abolishes the Privy council and substi- 
tutes therefor a new board called the Gen- 
eral Board of State Affairs. 

The President of the new board is Prince 
Ching. The other members are Li Hung 
Chang, Yung Lu. Kun Kang, Wang Wen 
Shao, and Lu Chuan Lin, three Manchus and 
three Chinese.. Viceroys Li Kun Yih and 
Chang Chih Tung are appointed assistant 


Their appofntment 
is made in recognition of their present im- 
portant positions. 


Characteristic Condition Added. 

The edict commands the new council to 
recommend whatever changes are needed. 
The Emperor will then report the sugges- 
tions to the Dowager Empress for her de- 
gision. After the return of the court to 
Pekin the suggestion adopted will be put in 
force. This is the first time any edict has 
peferred to the return of the court. 

The edict further commands the Viceroys 
and Governors to immediately send reform 
memorials to the court, although the two 
months that were allotted ‘for this purpose 
have expired. It directs the new board to 
only use secretaries who are intelligent men 
and who are familiar with present condi- 
tions.

ACTION DEFERRED A WEEK. 


The fight 8 compel public 8 
to stop dealing in grain for themselves in 


tneir own elevators, and to stop mixing 


grains, was renewed on the Board of Trade 
yesterday, and may be the signal for a war 
to the knife between the big elevator inter- 
ests and the shipping and receiving inter- 
ests and other members who think public 
warehousemen should be warehousemen 
only and not grain dealers. 

A petition signed by upwards of twenty- 
five members was presented to the diree- 
tors, asking for the submission to a vote of 
the entire board of an amendment to the 
rules declaring that no regular warehouse 
shall be used by its proprietors for storing 
grain for themselves, or for storing grain 
which has been mixed in any elevator in 
which they are directly or indirectly inter- 
ested. The petition was laid over for one 
week that copies might be printed for use 
of the directors. 

If the directors should refuse to grant the 
petition it is understood it will be submitted 
again with more than 100 signatures. The 
directors then will be compelled to pass the 
proposed amendment for a vote, and the 
matter will then come to a direct issue. 

A similar but somewhat stronger rule was 
posted in February, stronger in that it 
aimed to prevent regular elevators from 
storing cleaned grain as well as mixed 


grain. 
A meeting of elevator owners and other 


prominent members was held to protest 


against such radical action against regular 
warehousemen being attempted, and the 
amendment was withdrawn. The principal 
reason for the withdrawal, however, was 
that the board was at that time still at log- | 
gerheads with the telegraph companies over 
the distribution of quotations, hundreds of 
members were disgusted at the long delay, 
and it was felt the board had troubles 
enough without stirring up a fight on the ele- 
vator intefests. 

Since that time the quotation fight has. 
been settled and is out of the way, but some 


ot the leading .elevator companies have 


bought memberships at Milwaukee, and may 
try to build up a speculative business there 
if such an amendment as proposed should 
be adopted. They might have help from the 
traders whe wish to trade in puts and 
calls,“ a practice not allowed on the Board 
of Trade, and an interesting situation would 
result. 

It is by no means certain such an amend- 
ment as proposed would pass, but it is said 
to be certain that it will be forced to a vote.

Big Trade in Farm Implements. 

The export business of Chicago during 1900 
in farming implements is shown to have 
deen the largest on 8 2 
Chicago banks, it is stated, have had a 
most successful year, and probably are in a 
better position than ever. The manufac- 
ture of shoes, which has been a monopoly of 
the New England States, is now said to be 
moving its center to the West. In this con- 
nection the use of the word boot in Amer- 
tea is referred to, and is shown to mean 
“high boots" as it is applied in the United 
States. An English boot is in Ameri 
simply a shoe.” 


Oniy the Best Cattle Wanted. 


‘The Consul cautions exporters to send only 
good breeds of cattle to America. The Amer- 
ican farmer, he says, will pay good ces 
for good cattle, but does not want inferior 
stock at all. The quality of meat, hé says, 
has improved of late, and the lank animals 
of ten years ago have been replaced by 
sleek looking cattle bf medium weight. 

As to Chicago schools Consul Wyndham 


says: 

“A citisens’ committee has pointed out the 
necessity of teaching fewer subjects in 
schools and geography, history, and English 
more thoroughly.“

The sale of fish in Chicago is stated to be 


large, and, it is predicted, will increase, on 
account of the large Catholic population and 
the rising price of meat. The output of flour 
for 1900 was the largest on record. The cx- 
port trade, however, has been less satisfac+ 
tory on the whole than was anticipated. 
“The millers state,” says the Consul, 
“that freight rates discriminate nt

Gold Output Is Large. 


The gold output of the Chicago consular 
district is estimated at about-f7, 500,000.

capacities that were erected, Shipbuilding 
was brisk during 1900 and many large orders 
were booked for 1901, 

Consul Wyndham, in concluding his repert, 
says that the Chicago manufacturers are 

eatly interested in the trade possibilities of 
South America and hope to gain a foothold 
on that continent through the medium of the 
coming Pan-American exhibition at Buffalo. 
He advises young Britishers without a trade 
of some kind not to come to the United 
States, Clerks in offices and stores receive 
only a bare living in many cases, he warns 
them, while in agricultural or manual labor 
fields he would have to give way to the great 
number of immigrants who are thoroughly 
inured to this sort of work. 


Other Cities Also Prosperous. 

The prosperity of St. Louis territory was 
general during the year 1900, according to 
the report of Vice Consul Bascome at that 
city. 
Of Kansas City Vice Consul Young made 
a favorable report, particularly as to the 
growth of the agricultural and stock raising 
interests, but he adds that manufactures 
are coming on slowly. ; 

Vice Consul Hall at Omaha says the crops 
in his district were bountiful and exception- 
ally good prices were obtained.

However, it 
might ge better to have a day, Saturday 
afternoon, for example, when the proprietor 
of the vacant lot experiment would give 
himself the pleasure of distributing to the 
children his surplus blooms, thereby bene- 
fiting his plants, himself, the children, and 
the world. 
For showy display do not depend wholly. 
upon expensive bedding plants from the 
florist. Start your seedlings now. Have. a 
pan of sand, fill egg shells with good soil, 
and sink them in the sand. Plant these with 
seeds of gaillardia, eschscholtzia, calendula, 
or even marigolds and zinnias; and put them 
in a sunny kitchen window to germinate. 
For a cheerful, sun-loving dazzle of bright 
color the portulacea is an unfailing and con- 
stant blooming plant. This will germinate 


‘easily in open ground and in large beds 


repays small labor and expense in large 
results. 
My advice to beginners woulé be to plant 


a few effective things that are sure, and 


avold too much experimental variety. Maur- 
andya and Japanese hop for good covering 
vines, sweet peas and nasturtiums for a 
wealth of bloom for cutting, and bright, 
hardy flowers of easy culture for showy 
beds of low blooming plants, including pref- 
erably those already named. . : 
But bear in mind that there can be no. 
wealth of vegetation without wealth of soil. 
A all expenditure for proper soil would 
be Yeturned ‘tenfold in results, and even in 
money, if one wished to tket the flowers.

His insinuation that the 
officers of thé United States army are band- 
ed together in such a conspiracy does small 
' eredit to his good judgment and less to his 
_@hristian charity. If the ministers wish 
to find out exactly what effect the clos- 
ing of the canteens has had on the private 
soldiers of the army they can do it if they 
will approach the subject in a fair and judi- 
clal way. Let them first get the figures 
which will’show how many men have been 
absent without leave immediately follow- 
ing the pay days since the canteens were 


closed and compare them with similar fig- | 


ures taken during the time the canteens 

Were open. Let them visit the towns close 

to Port Sheridan and other army posts and 

make a similar comparison of police court 
statistics. First of all, let them make up 
their minds to face the facts as they find 
them, and not begin an investigation with 
their minds made up in advance. 


THE INTERNATIONAL GAMES. 

The contest for the America’s Cup in 
August next will not be the only attractive 
feature of international sport this year to 
be Witnessed on this side of the water. In 
September the athletic contest between Ox- 
ford and Cambridge Universities on the one 
side and Harvard and Yale Colleges on the 
other will take place in New York. i 

The preliminaries of the competition have 
been satisfactorily settled, the American 
colleges having made all the concessions 
asked for. The spirit of accommodation, 
however, has been mutual, the English col- 
leges having done everything in their power 
to make the contests enjoyable and sports- 
matilike.. There are to be nine events in- 
_ stead of eleven, as in the meeting of the re- 
spective teams on English soil a year ago.. 
This is a point in favor of the American 
teams, as the two events omitted were dis- 
tinctly advantageous to the English teams. 
Yale and Harvard, however, will have no 
‘walkaway in these matches, as they found 
out last year. Owing to the lateness of the 
meet, the last of September, instead of July, 
as was at first planned, the Englishmen will 
not feel the difference in climate materially 
and will be in as good form as if they were 
at home. | 

Last year, although the Americans won 
some of the leading events, they were sec- 
ond in total points scored. The teams are 
#0 @venly matched that any assertion as to 
the result would be guesswork, and the same 
is true of the cup races. It is to be hoped 
both the athletic and yacht contests will be 
won by the Americans. If both should be 
lost, however, there would be the consolation 
that they were lost to courteous and honora- 
dle competitors. 


MUST THE FLOWER STANDS GO! 

An ordinance has been introduced in the 
Council forbidding the sale of flowers from 
sidewaik stands in the down-town district. 
No doubt it was presented to oblige the 
florists who have been complaining bitterly 
of the competition of the street venders. 
who pay no rent and who, partly for that 
‘Aldermen in favor of this ordinance will 
not be without good arguments. The side- 
walks are the property of the city and are 
for the convenience of foot passengers. The 
use of the sidewalks for commercial pur- 
poses by peanut venders, flower sellers, or 
merchant princes should not be tolerated 
whenever travel is interfered with thereby. 
It is admitted that the municipal authorities 
cannot give city funds to men in order to 
enable them to rent places in which to carry 
on business. It is a question whether the 
authorities should let men use city proper- 
ty so they may carry on business in com- 
petition with others not thus favored. 

There is something to be said on the 
other side, however. The esthetic Alder- 
men, if there are any in the Council, can 
make an eloquent argument against the 
banishment of the flower stande from streets 
to which they lend a grace and beauty they 
would not otherwise possess. At present 
Jonquils and carnations make pretty patches

tors. Chicagoans will deplore this style 
of reasoning, but so long as they send to 
Springfield the representatives they do and 
human nature remains what it is they must 
expect to suffer whenever their representa- 
tives misbehave. 
Chicago has obtained legislative favors 
in the past only when its representatives 
were united. This year they are quarreling 
among themselves and blocking business 
by their factional differences. They pay 
no respect to any of the reasonable de- 
mands of the country members and hence 
have no right to look to these members 
to do much for them. he 
Senator Chapman and his country col- 
leagues look on this apportionment measure 
as the most important one before the Gen- 
eral Assembly. So do the politicians gen- 
erally. The country members have har- 
monised all their differences. They have 
agreed on districts which do not suit all 
of them, but which all will support be- 
cause the majority favors them. The coun- 
try members look to the city members to 
t together and settle their differences, 
ut they see a handful of men refusing 
to compromise or to concede and thus pre- 
venting these country members from get- 
ting that legislation they wish for most 
and in return for which they are willing to 
give Cook County about all the legisla- 
tion it asks for. | 
There is no justice from the point of view 
of naked equity in this “ revenge” policy 
of the country Republicans, but they have 
their share of unregenerate human nature. 
Being hit they hit back, and Chicagoans 
suffer for the sins of their representatives. 
This suffering may not stop with the 
denial of needed legislation. In the event 
of an adjournment without an apportion- 
ment the bitterness of feeling in the coun- 
try against Chicago will be intensified. It 
may lead to the adoption of a constitutionai 
amendment to restrict arbitrarily the rep- 
resentation of this city in the General As- 
sembly. There is a strong inclination now 
to do that—an inclination growing out of 
the unsatisfactory character of Cook Conn- 
ty delegations. Country Republicans do 
not wish to see the State governed by men 
like some of those whom Chicago sends to 
Springfield—men inferior in ability and 
honesty to the average member of the 
Chicago City Council as now constituted. | 


“DO NOT SHAKE THE WALL.” 
The Deputy Building Commissioner has 
an explanation of the fall of the tank on 
the upper floor of the Galbraith Building. 
Itis that the wind shook the wall on which 
its supports rested; that the vibration sep- 
arated them from their settings; and that 
the attraction of ‘Gravitation did the rest. 
In this event it follows that the Building 
department of 1872. if there was one, 
neglected its duties so far as this building 
Was concerned or did not foresee the day 
when large water tanks were to be con- 

structed in upper stories. . 
It the Deputy Commissioner has hit the 
nail on the head how many walls are there 
in Chicago whose stability cannot be de- 
pended on when modern improvements ” 
are introduced and when high winds blow? 
There is no providence which tempers the 
wind to weak walls, such as those of the 
Galbraith Building. Perhaps they were 
built to resist gentle zephyrs only and were 
expected to rock and quiver when beaten 
upon by the fiercer gales which sometimes 
sweep over Chicago. | | 
It is the business of the Building depart- 
ment to see to it that the outer walls of 
buildings constructed in the future shall 
be strong enough to resist without difficulty 
anything short of a cyclone. It is the busi- 
ness of the department also, having been 
advised of the imperfect character of some 
of the construction of earlier years, to as- 
certain what old buildings are so frail as 
to be “like a reed shaken with the wind,” 
so that no heavy tanks shall be placed on 
their upper floors to be jarred loose from 
their supports by a violent wind and sen 
whirling down to the basement. | 


FIRST LIMIT TOTAL TAXATION. — 

A number of Chicagoans are at Spring- 
field trying to induce the General Assem- 
bly to pass bills empowering different tax- 
ing agencies in this city to issue bonds or 
to levy higher tax rates than existing laws 
permit them to. Some of the purposes 
sought to be carried out by an increase 
im indebtedness or in taxation are in them- 
selves commendable. The proposed legis- 
lation for the establishment of small parks 


shall have been made for the submission 
to the popular vote of the question whether 


There is one fact, however, which the 
advocates of the most deserving measures 
sometimes lose sight of. It is that the abili- 
ty of the property-owners of this city to 
pay taxes has its limits even in a season 
of prosperity such as this is. It is al- 
leged sometimes that new bond issues will 
not weigh heavily on them—that “ posteri- 
ty“ will have to take care of these bonds. 
That is not the case in Chicago. Bonded 
indebtedness must be paid off in twenty 
years. There must be an annual tax to pro- 
vide a sinking fund and take care ot the 
interest.

shall not exceed a certain reasonable per- 
centage of its value. When the bars have 
been put up after this fashion property- 
owners will be able to behold with compara- 
tive indifference this flood of applications 
for authority to sell more bonds and levy 
more taxes. Hiven should the Legislature 
comply with most of the requests the prop- 
erty-owner, intrenched behind the limitation 
law, will be able to say to the tax-levying 
bodies when they reach out after his sub- 
stance, “ Thus far and no farther.” 7 

It is expedient, therefore, for the persons 
who are urging the passage of various tax- 
ing bills to get together and secure first 
the passage of the 5 per cent limitation 
measure. There is no reason as yet to 
despair of its success. Then after the pro- 
tection of the taxpayers shall have been 


assured there will be no serious protests 


from Chicagoans against the passage of 
bills for the sale of bonds or the levy of 
additional taxes, wherever it is intended to 
use the money. for really meritorious pur- 


COUNCIL AT WORK. 

At its meeting on Monday night the new 
City Legislature received nearly 200 ordi- 
nances and orders of various sorts. The 
number was unusually large, but it indicates 
two things. 

The first is 


that the Council’s energy is 
often wasted through the introduction of ill- 
considered or merely grand stand measures. 
Most of those received on Monday night 
were of a perfunctory or routine order, 
which could pass without deliberation. 
Among the remainder, however, there were 
representatives of a numerous class which 
are constantly being foisted upon the Coun- 
ell, and which, after being referred to com- 
mittees and printed in the minutes, are 
finally, justly, 4nd inevitably “ placed on 
tile.“ 

‘To that class belong ordinances hastily 
prepared apropos of some sensational event 
and never heard from after the excitement is 
over. To that class belong also ordinances. 
dealing with grave and difficult subjects, 
but in an incomplete and inf&dequate man- 
net. Thoughtful Aldermen will agree that 
the legislation proposed before the Council 
should be less in quantity and on the aver- 
age more judiciously conceived and more 
thoroughly prepared. 

There is, in the second place, an evident 
need for a more certain order of procedure 
for each Countil meeting—an order from 
which it shall be known in advance precisely 
what important subjects will be taken up 
in sequence, The present condition—in 
which one is never assured beforehand 
what, matters may be called up—is a relic 
of the days when the gang knew for itself 
exactly what would come up at each meet- 
ing, and, for tactical reasons, deprecated 
fixed Council rules and general publicity on 
the subject. 

It is now high time that the work at each 
Council meeting should be carried on ac- 
cording to a previously printed order of 
business. This agenda paper would not 
only be of general interest but, being mailed 


to Aldermen a few days in advance, would 


advise each one as to exactly what to ex- 
pect and prepare for at the next Council 


meeting. | 

A business-like improvement of this sort 
in procedure, and a reduction in the quantity 
along with an enhancement in the average 
quality of the measures presented, would 
benefit the character and organization of the 
new Council. 


“BRIDGE” FACE. 

The new fad of “ bridge whist, which in 
this country has superseded regular whist, 
according to Hoyle, or Cavendish, or whom- 
soever you please, and which is now the rage 
in society circles, is exposed to the combined 
onset of the clergy and the doctors. The 
former openly disapprove of it because of | 
its gambling features, which they consider 
even worse than those of the much maligned 
progressive euchre.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 
ILLIS BLISS WILCOX, a navy pay- 
master who was with Admiral 
Dewey at Manila, has written a 
amall volume entitled Through 
Luzon on Highways and Byways,” 
Which is published by the Franklin Book 
mmpany of Philadelphia. It is crudely writ- 
tn and badly printed, but it is of some inter- 
est because it relates the experiences of the 
Bret Americans who traversed the interior 
Loon from Manila to the extreme north- 
— coast. The journey was begun in Octo- 
ber, 1808, when Aguinaldo had not yet come
